Residents Testify 
on Rent Control 


Several Foggy Bottom 
residents testified in October 
before a public roundtable on 
a bill extending rent control. 
Among them were Elizabeth 
Elliott and Paul Konopka of 
the York on 20th Street, 
Marilyn Rubin, President of 
the Columbia Plaza Tenants 
Association, and ANC-2A 
Commissioner Dorothy Miller. 
Ms. Elliott described her dis- 
may at the 7.1% raises being 
asked of her and other York 
tenants, and petitioned for a 
rent adjustment and began re- 
searching her building’s rent 
increase history. She testified 
that there was “‘no justification 
or Supper papers in the files” 
for “systematic, extremely 
large increases in the rent ceil- 
ings’ and “no record of 
DCRA or any other . . . agen- 
cies or officials making any 
objections to or questioning 
these exhorbitant increases.” 

Elliott also stated that in 
her opinion, “the language, 
and hence the basis, of this 
legislation, is turgid at best 
and incomprehensible at 
worst.” 


Paul Konopka related that 
the building management 
justified his yearly rent in- 
creases by pointing out the 
“excellent service ... . pro- 
vided for the tenants.” That 
service, said Konopka, in- 
cluded removal of the resident 
manager and cancellation of 
package delivery to the ten- 
ants, who must pick up pack- 
ages at a building several 
blocks away. Konopka said, 
“Pm not sure which diction- 
ary the landlord uses to define 
‘excellent service, ” 

Marilyn Rubin also 
weighed in for the continu- 
ance of the rental housing act, 
and for simplification and 
clarification of the law, to as- 
sist renters in understanding 
it. She also called for “severe 
penalties for landlords who 
deliberately violate these regu- 
lations.” 

She related that the man- 
agement of the complex, orig- 
inally a moderate income 
urban renewal project, began 
to welcome student rentals, 
and by keeping the “apart- 
ments churning with student 
renters” was able to “continu- 
ally raise the ceilings and the 
rent imposed.” Then late this

summer, Rubin related, she 
learned that tenants were re- 
ceiving letters advising of 
raises up to 40%, termed by 
the landlord as “unimple- 
mented rent increases” dating 
back several years before the 
tenants even moved in. 

Rubin also presented evi- 
dence of GWU playing a 
major role in choosing tenants 
and deciding on rents. She 
said that she had met a young 
woman who had tried, unsuc- 
cessfully, to rent a CP apart- 
ment and finally decided to 
try through GW. She was 
shown apartments, although 
she had been told none was 
available; in addition, she was 
charged a fee of several hun- 
dred dollars by GW. 

What is needed for 
Columbia Plaza and all other 
tenants, she said, are “strong, 
equitable, and clear laws that 
create a positive environ-

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FB keps Testify at BZA 
Campus Plan Hearing 


Witnesses from ANC-2A and the Foggy Bottom 
Association were joined by other concerned residents at the 
BZA hearing on the GWU Campus Plan. The session, the third 
on the plan, was held September 26. 

Representing the FBA was President Michael Thomas; Vice 
President Ellie Becker also presented testimony, as well as ANC 
Commissioners Maria Tyler and Dorothy Miller. 
(Commissioners Spillinger, Mandelbaum and Sheehey testified 
September 13.) 

Prominent among the witnesses in opposition to the plan 
was Councilmember-at-Large Phil Mendelson, who stressed his 
contention that campus planning “should no longer start from 
the premise of bricks and mortar . . .” but rather should “define 
the larger neighborhood, then state how that neighborhood wiil 
be protected and, finally, build the campus (the university) 
within that framework.” Mendelson had testified earlier at the 
Zoning Commission hearing on campus. plans and was one of 
five Councilmembers to file a letter agreeing with the 
Federation of Citizens Associations’ recommendations (see re- 
lated story in this issue). 


Thomas: Roll Back the Incursions 


FBA President Michael Thomas’s testimony stated that 
FBA is not anti-student, but is concerned “with institutional 
policies of GW that have become very damaging to Foggy 
Bottom/West End over the term of the expiring plan. We cannot 
survive as a residential community if anything like the same 
policies are allowed over the next several years.”

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John Bardon 


John Bardon, who lived at 
Jefferson House for many 
years, died September 24 in 
Pewaukee, Wisconsin. The 
cause of death was ALS (“Lou 
Gehrig’s disease). John had 
lived there since he and his 
longtime companion, Judie 
Thomas, moved back to her 
home town during Judie’s last 
illness. John had been 
confined to a nursing home in 
recent years; Judie’s brother 
took John to his home and to 
church each Sunday. It was 
during the September 24 visit 
that John passed away. 

A service was held 
October | and was attended 
by Foggy Bottom resident 
Alling Brown, who traveled 
from Chicago to be with 
Judie’s family and other 
friends. 


Christine “Teena” Hart 


Christine Hart, who had 
lived in Foggy Bottom since 
1943, died in early July in the 
kitchen of her apartment on 
24th Street. Known to resi- 
dents as Teena, Ms. Hart at- 
tended local meetings and was 
outspoken in her efforts to 
make improvements and help 


= others she met. Stricken with 


polio early in life, she traveled 
around the neighborhood with 


the aid of a crutch. Her friend, 
Bob Alcorn, advised the News 
that she came to D.C. in 1943 
to work for the USO and 
moved into the Swarthmore 
on 25th Street. She moved to 
the 24th Street apartment in 
1980; during the 1990s she 
suffered serious burns at- 
tempting to save the life of a 
neighbor whose apartment 
was on fire. 


Hearing 
Scheduled on 
Campus Plan 
Transfer 


The D.C. Zoning Com- 
mission (ZC) has scheduled a 
November 16 hearing to con- 
sider “text amendments that 
would transfer the review of 
Campus Plans . . . from the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment 
(BZA) to the Zoning Com- 
mission. Such amendments 
would not apply, however, to 
any current campus plan on 
which hearings have been 
held, e.g., George Washington 
University’s. 

Consideration of this au- 
thority transfer resulted from 
a push from the City Council 
and from the D.C. Federation 
of Citizens. Associations 
which has established a con- 
sortium of civic groups near 
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campuses. They propose that 
the ZC, which is the plenary 
body responsible for zoning 
and routinely handles multi- 
tract zoning matters, should 
deal with campuses. In addi- 
tion, the BZA’s traditional role 
has been to deal with smaller 
projects such as variances and 
easements. 

Ade DC; Office of 
Planning (OP) has submitted 
an extensive report to the 
Zoning Commission, and 
listed a number of issues, in- 
cluding: 

—Should the District pro- 
hibit university and college 
uses outside of approved cam- 
pus boundaries (i.e., no more 
by-right expansion)? 

—Should student enroll- 
ment be linked to housing and 
parking availability? 

Other issues: listed were 
what time period should be 
recommended for plans, and 
what level and type of en- 
forcement should be created. 

The OP report stated: 

“It has been recognized 
for many years . . . that the 
campus plan regulations have 
not been very effective in mit- 
igating the impacts of univer- 
sity expansion on neighboring 
residential areas. Communi- 
ties .. . are losing housing to 
dormitories and-other campus 
uses. They are adversely im-

plans to build an apartment 
building as an addition to the 
current building. According to 


reports, it will be a rental 
building of 142 units (studios, 
one-bedrooms and two-bed- 
rooms), with rents from $1400 
to $2600. Parking for the 
apartments will be in the ex- 
isting building parking garage. 


Law Students Push for 
More Rat Control 


A group of students at the 
GW law school have taken on a 
project to push for more and 
stricter rat controls in our city, 
and especially in the Foggy 
Bottom/West End area. They 
are gathering—and seeking— 
evidence of faulty handling of 
trash and other materials which 
attract and harbor rats. The 
object of the project is to bring 
a private nuisance case against 
the city to push for stepped-up 
rat control enforcement. 

To facilitate the case, they 
need—and request from resi- 
dents—photographs of un- 
kempt trash or garbage (espe- 
cially around restaurants), 
details on each sighting, such 
as exact date and time, and 
whether it has happened more 
than once. They are working 
against a late November dead- 
line, and ask that they be con- 
tacted as soon as possible.

Thomas outlined several contributing factors: 

(1) GW has had no meaningful constraint on enrollment; 

(2) There has been no requirement to house added students 
on campus; 

(3) Student renters have flooded the private market, turning 
apartment houses into de facto dorms and row houses into in- 
formal frat houses. 

(4) GW has bought about three dozen properties outside 
the authorized campus but within FB/WE, mostly to house 
students. 

“The result has been the displacement of large numbers 
of long-term taypaying residents—the stakeholders in our 
community—by students; the loss of large amounts of tax rev- 
enues, and the evisceration of an old established residential 
neighborhood.” 

While GW had in recent weeks made commitments to build 
housing on campus, Thomas argued that these are far from un- 
conditional. For instance: plans to build on the site of the 
School Without Walls depend on obtaining the land from the 
District; and GW will build housing on the site of the current 
hospital only if certain zoning concessions are obtained. Neither 
has certainty. 

His testimony concluded with a request for “meaningful, 
unconditional commitments as to housing students, and 
meaningful enforcement” of the terms of the plan. In asking 
for denial of the plan, Thomas asked the BZA to help save 
our neighborhood “—or what’s left of it—by requiring a 


plan that by its terms guarantees that the incursions are rolled 
back.”

OP: “No Objectionable Impacts” 


The D.C. Office of Planning was represented by Director 
Andrew Altman, Deputy Director Ellen McCarthy, Chief of Staff 
Julie Wagner, and Planner David King. The oral testimony high- 
lighted the points in the extensive OP report and recommenda- 
tions filed earlier. They reiterated that any new impacts of the 
plan on the Foggy Bottom area would be objectionable and 
cause the “tipping point” warned of in the Comprehensive Plan. 

In outlining historical pressures on Foggy Bottom, the plan- 
ning officials noted the incursion of large highway projects, 
urban renewal at Columbia Plaza, and GW expansion—devel- 
opment pressures which “created threat to neighborhood in- 
tegrity” The presentation also included statements about Foggy 
Bottom and GW during “40 years of concern”: 

1959: “The University scheme has not yet a plan tied with 
the city.”

The OP concluded that it is committed to no objectionable 
impacts to Foggy Bottom and that “the GW proposal does not 
meet this test.” 

In addition to numerous residents who testified about their 
concerns with the campus plan were Sol Shalit and Milton 
Carrow, both FB residents and both from academic back- 
grounds. Shalit is Emeritus Professor of Economics at the 
University of Wisconsin, and Carrow has been affiliated with 
the GW Law School. 


Shalit: Economic Report “Irrelevant”? 


Shalit submitted a statement focusing on an economic report 
commissioned by GWU which Shalit stated did not support the 
GW plan and in fact “was entirely irrelevant to it,’dealing only 
with the benefits of the university, and “leaving out entirely the 
costs side of the equation.” Because the BZA cannot regulate the 
University’s behavior, Shalit called for the officials to “regulate 
its structure. And this means one word: enrollment, in absolute 
numbers, . . .” He also stated that the BZA, as residents’ 
“ultimate protector,” should not “feel guilty when they curb the 
appetite of urban universities and impose strict limits on their 
expansion,” saying it would just be doing its job.

James Pedas, one of four 
landowners in Square 37, has 
filed a petition with the 
Zoning Commission to change 
the zoning classification for 
the property in the southern 
half of that square. Located 
within the area the petition in- 
volves are the West End 
Library and the building 


housing the Metropolitan 
Police Special Operations 
Division. squares 37 = 18 


bounded by 23rd, 24th, L and 
M Streets. 


The Pedas petition states 
that the four privately-owned 
lots are zoned R-5-B, which 
allows “development to 50 
feet high” and a low floor-area 
ratio. The law firm filing the 
petition alleges that the 
property occupied by the 
two District agencies is 
“unzoned” by virtue of its 
purchase by the city. Pedas, 
the developer, believes that 
“this R-5-B district classi- 
fication is inappropriate in 
light of adjacent zoning dis- 
tricts, existing development 
patterns, and the policies... 
of the Comprehensive Plan.” 
Located to the east of this 
square, across 23rd Street, is

the new Ritz Carlton complex; 


_the property across L Street is 


also zoned R-5-B, although 
the southern half of that block 
facing Pennsylvania Avenue 
has a higher, denser R-5-E 
classification. 

The petition requests the 
Zoning Commission to change

Jack Evans works hard for the residents of 
Foggy Bottom. Keeping Foggy Bottom clean and safe, 
making more parking available to neighborhood residents, 
and lowering taxes are just a few of Jack’s priorities.
